This rule 
will be strictly observed. é 


ORDERS. 


2d. Order early so that you may get the varieties and grades you prefer. All orders should be 
legibly written on a separate sheet and not mixed up in the body of the letter, thereby saying us a great 
deal of trouble and tending to prevent mistakes. Never write on both sides of paper. 


QUANTITIES AND PRICES. 


8d. The articles in the following list will be furnished at the annexed prices ONLY when the 
quantity specified shall be taken. Five hundred, however, will be furnished at the thousand rate, fifty 
at the hundred rate and five at the ten rate. The absence of a thousand, hundred or ten rate means in 
each case that the next best rate is the Jowest we can make. In no case does this mean so many trees 
of assorted classes, but refers only to ONE CLASS of assorted varieties; for instance, 5 apples, or 5 
pears, or 5 plums, of different varieties, but not 2 apples, 2 pears and 1 plum. 


‘SUBSTITUTIONS. 


4th. Where particular varieties are ordered, and particular ages and sizes of trees, kind of stock, 
etc., it should be stated whether, and to what extent, substitution will be allowed in case the order 
cannot be filled to the letter. Where no instructions in this respect accompany the order, we shall 
feel at liberty to substitute other varieties as nearly similar as possible. If the selection of the 
varieties is left entirely to us, we shall endeavor to send only such sorts as are acknowledged to give 
general satisfaction. 


PACKING. 


_ 5th. All trees and plants are carefully labeled, and securely packed in the best manner, for 
which a moderate charge, sufficient to cover cost of material only, will be made; but no charge is made 
for the delivery of packages to the railroad or express offices at Niles. 


EXPRESS OR FREIGHT. 


6th. Always state which way you want your order shipped and give explicit directions for 
marking packages. 

When if is left for us to choose the mode of conveyance, we will exercise our best judgment; 
but as all articles are at the risk of the purchaser after being shipped, we must not be held responsible 
for any loss or delay that may occur through the negligence of the transportation companies. 


GUARANTEE, ETC. 


7th. We warrant all trees and plants to be good, thrifty and true to label, but having no control 
over them after delivery to the transportation companies, or over the planting and care afer they are 
received by the buyer, we will not be responsible in any other direction than as stated, and accord- 
ingly, if any tree or plant should prove untrue to kind, we will either replace the same or refund the 
amount paid; but in no case will we be liable for any sum greater than that originally paid, and this 
statement is due notice to buyers of the extent of our responsibility for trees and plants after delivery 
of the same shall have been accepted by the buyer. 


REPLACING. 


8th. For the reason that we have no control over the planting, pruning and care of the trees 
after they leave our hands, we will not under any circumstances replace any trees that may die. 


ERRORS AND SHORTAGES. 


_ 9th. Customers are requested to notify us immediately should any error or shortage occur in 
filling their orders so we may rectify it at once. Any such claim must be made within one week after 
pecan of shipment; otherwise it will be assumed that the goods are satisfactory and in accordance 
wi invoice.

HINTS ON TRANSPLANTING 


The many excellent treatises on Fruit Culture which have appeared within the past few years— 
one or more of which should be in the hands of every person intending to plant—render it almost 
unnecessary to give any directions in that line; yet we are ‘so frequently asked for advice in this 
way, that we offer a few general remarks. 

The situation of the orchard having been decided on, the ground should be deeply plowed, sub- 
soiled and thoroughly pulverized. The holes should be dug at least a foot larger in every direction 
than actually required by the roots when spread out in their natural position. In planting, the top 
soil should be broken down into the hole, and worked carefully in between every root and fiber, filling 
up every crevice, that every root may be in contact with soil, and the whole made quite firm as the 
filling up progresses. The tree, when planted, may in light soils stand from two to three inches deeper 
than it stood in the nursery; but in heavy clay or wet ground it is advisable to have it stand at the 
same height as it was before transplanting. 

On account of our long, hot dry summers, it is well to shade the sunny side of the tree, to keep 
borers out, with a board or shake stuck in the ground, or a piece of burlap wound loose around the 
tree up to the limbs, top tied loose with a string. Whitewash made out of whiting or lime will also 
protect the tree against sun-scald.

Rule—Square Method—Multiply the distance in feet between the rows by the distance the plants 
axe) apart in the rows, and the product will be the number of square feet for each plant or hill, 
which, divided into the number of feet in an acre (43,560), will give the number of plants or trees 
to the acre. 


Rule—Equilateral Triangle Method—Divide the number required to the acre ‘‘square method’’ 
by the decimal .866. The result will be the number of plants required to the acre by this method.

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FRUIT DEPARTMENT 


All our Fruit Trees are grown on whole Seedling roots. The advantages of these in promoting 
the health and thriftiness of trees over others grafted on pieces or sections of roots, or budded on 
stocks grown from cuttings, is acknowledged by the best authorities, and is easily apparent to the 
most casual observer. All two-year-old trees are branched low and are stocky, having been cut down 
or headed back when yearlings, two feet above ground, except where noted. t : 

Although we quote fruit trees by height, it is to be understood that we will include in each grade 
any trees which are as stocky as the average of that grade, even if they do not fully attain the 
specified height. ‘ 

All of our Apple Trees and Grape Vines are fumigated with hydrocyanie gas when dug, so are 
the buds, cions, and cuttings, prior to budding, grafting, or planting out in Nursery. This positively 
kills any insects that may be thereon, without injury to trees or vines. We have a Fumigating House, 
with three compartments, so that we can disinfect, at any time, either 50 trees or 10,000.
